Alan D. Loeser, Sr.:  February 8, 2007 
Disposition:  The Board entered into a Consent Order in which the Respondent 
pled guilty to violating § 34-4-21 (c) and -29 (c), Code of Alabama, 1975, and 
paid an administrative fine in the amount of $2,000.00 and revoked his license.   
 
Charles “Chuck” Whitt:  October 12, 2006 
Disposition: The Respondent was found guilty of violating § 34-4-20, Code of 
Alabama, 1975.  Mr. Whitt was fined $800.00 for these violations. 
 
Danny Phillips:   October 12, 2006 
Disposition:  The Respondent was found guilty of violating § 34-4-29 (7), (10) 
and (12), Code of Alabama, 1975 and Alabama Administrative Code Rules 150-
X-1-.03 and 150-X-1-.13.  The Board ruled to revoke Mr. Phillip’s Auctioneer 
License for a period of no less than two (2) years and fined him $2,500.00 for 
these violations.

Disposition:  The Board issued a Letter of Reprimand to the Respondent 
regarding his responsibilities as a licensed auctioneer under § 34-4-21 (c) and -
29 (c) (11), Code of Alabama, 1975. 
 
Arlon Ray Webster:  April 13, 2006 
Disposition: The Board entered into a Consent Order in which the Respondent 
pled guilty to violating § 34-4-21 (c), Code of Alabama, 1975, and paid an 
administrative fine of $2,450.00. 
 
Albert Burney, Inc.   October 13, 2005 
Disposition:  The Board entered into a Consent Order in which the Respondent 
pled guilty to violating Alabama Administrative Code Rule 150-X-1-.03 (g) and 
paid an administrative fine of $400.00 
 
Gavin Abadi    April 11, 2003 
Disposition: Accepted a settlement proposed by the Board in which the 
respondent plead guilty to violating § 34-4-20, Code of Alabama, 1975 with 
paying a disciplinary fine of $700.00 and may not make application to the board 
for licensure for one year.

Disposition:  The Respondent was found in violation of §34-4-20, Code of 
Alabama, 1975.  Mr. Warford was fined $200.00
